To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  superin- 
tending school  committee  to  employ  a  school  physician  as 
the  law  provides. 
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Art.  31.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  medical  inspection  in  the  schools. 

Art.  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  and  if  so,  how  much,  to  buy  sign  boards. 

Art.  33.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  law- 
fully come  before  said  meeting. 

The  selectmen  will  be  in  session  one  hour  before  said  meet- 
ing at  the  place  of  meeting,  Grange  Hall,  to  correct  list  of 
voters.
